Wuen writing, some weeks ago, on the 
Central Asian question, we remarked 
that the telegrams, while enabling us 
to understand the points under discus- 
sion, failed to explain the cause of the 
excitement which had sprang up in 
England on the subject ; and, now that 
we have full information, we find the 
Emperor of Russia was equally puzzled 
to account for tho outburst. There 
was really no cause for it ; though it is 
perhaps as well that the popular feel- 
ing should have been thus plainly in- 
dicated. The fact seems to be that the. 
public got hold of a despatch of Lord 
Granville’s which was really only one 
at the end of a series, but which people 
thought was a present demand that 
Russia should not advance southward 
beyond certain limits in Central Asia ; 
and the strong expression of feeling 
which ensued, meant that government 
might rely on popular support in the 
attitude which it was supposed 
to have adopted. The despatch in 
question was, however, only in con 
tinuation of a correspondence begun 
when Lord Clarendon was in office, 
and which had been conducted with 
perfect friendliness and good feeling on 
either side. It is no wonder that, 
knowing this, the Russian Government 
should have failed to understand the 
sudden excitement, and have sent Count 
Schouvaloff to enquire about: it, As 
we said before, however, it may nob 
have been quite without use in ex- 
pediting the satisfactory conclusion 
arrived at. Attention was called to 
the subject so strongly, that it was 
taken up energetically on either side, 
and setiled out of hand. 

The whole correspondence, of which 
we publish a précis on another page, 
shows that nothing could have been 
more courteous than the tone of the 
Russian Minister throughout tho dis- 
cussion ; and the last point at issue— 





the ‘sovereignty of Afghanistan over 
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Badakshan and Wakhan—is courteous- 
ly conceded to Lord Granville’s final 
argument, At last, then, a thoroughly 
satisfactory understanding seems to 
have been arrived at. Affghanistan 
is to be the neutral zone between 
Russia and England, and the bound- 
aries of Affghanistan have been drawn 
in the sense most favourable for the 
Ameer. With this correspondence be- 
fore them, our readers will be able 
easily to trace out, on any atlas, the 
Tine that has been resolved on, In longi- 
tude 74 Hast, and latitude 37} North,

Lord Granville marks as a starting point, 
From hence the line curves northward 
to include the territory of Badakshan 
on the north bank of the Oxus, and then 
southward to the point where the river 
Kokcha falls into the Oxus. From 
thence, eastward, the Oxus forms the 
northern boundary as far as Khojeh 
Saleh, a station on the high road from 
Bokhara to Balk, situated abont 37} 
N. and 66 E. From Khoja Saleb, the 

. Tine deflects south to a point about 36 
N. and 62 E.— including the districts 
of Aksha, Seripol, Maimena, Sibber- 
jan, and’ Andekhoy, which most maps 
show as belonging to Turkestan—and 
from thence runs nearly due south to 
the Indian ocean, The territory thus 
sketched out for Affghanistan gives it 
the now Mahomedan principality of 
Yarkand for a neighbour on the East ; 
Bolchara and so-called Independent 
Turkestan—really Russia—on tho 
North, and Porsia on the West. 
Taking wide boundaries, it deprives 
the Ameer of all excuso for trying to 
overstep them; and England under- 
takes to use an influence he is not 
likely to resist, to dissuade him from 
aggression, He will know that he is 
more or less indebted to us for securing 
these boundaries, and that, within them, 
ho is suro of our support; whereas he 
would have our displeasure as well as 
the enmity of Russia to encounter, if 
he exceeds them. Politically, Affghan. 
istan is not the consolidated State 
it looks territorially on the map; but, 
whatever internal dissonsions way occur, 
Russia recognises that the territory 
called Affghanistan is to form a neutral 
zone, between her actual or prospective 
annexations and British India —and to 
establish this principle has been the 
aim of the late negociations.

‘Tho steamship Atlantic, from Liverpool 
to New York, has beon wrecked off 
Holifax—415 persons wore saved, The 
total number of lives lost has been ascer- 
tained to be 660. 

‘The Canal Dues are being again discussed 
in both the French Assembly and the House 
of Commons, and it is intended that a Com- 
mission shall be appointed to examine into 
the matter. 

Mr, Fawcett has withdrawn the Univer- 
sity Bill. 

‘The Queen has visited the East End 
of London. 

The Revenue is estimated at £70,625,000; 
the Expendituro at £71,875,000. Half the 
Geneva Award to be paid with the surplus» 
the remainder by Exchequer Bills. Sugar 
Duties reduced one-half. The Income Tax 
reduced one penny. 

A meoting of the China and Japan Ma- 
rine Insurance Company was held on the 8th 
inst, ‘The accounts for the half-year ended 
‘ist December last show a balance in hand, 
on that date, of is. 132,092, after paying 
‘8 dividend at the rato of 12 per cont. on 
the capital ; but subsequent losses—esti- 
mated at Tis. 148,757—more than counter- 
balance this sum. The recovery, however, 
is anticipated of some Ts. 30,000 of trea- 
sure from the wreck of the Sedan, which 
would leave a small balance of profit.— 
‘Messrs. Bade and Ringer were re-elected 
Directors, and Messrs. Corner and W. B. 
‘Jamieson, auditors, for the ensuing year. 

Various ent <tainments have been given 
during the week, with the design of 
showing what honor we might, to the Grand 
Duke Alexis. Captain Whyte and tho 
officers of H. M.’s 8. Cadmus gave a ball 
on board that vessel on the 2nd; and 
the Shanghai Fire Brigade held a brilliant 
torchlight parade on the 3rd. The Société 
Théatrale gavo a very successful entertain- 
ment on Friday evening, in the French 
Municipal Hall. A largenumber of guests, 
including the Grand Duke Alexis, H. E. 
‘M. Viangally, and Admirals Possiet and 
Feodorowski, were present, The long front 
of the Municipal Compound was brilliaatly 
illuminated with gas jets, and a blazing 
star lighted the entrance to the Hall. The 
pieces selected were MLM. Mélesville and 
Dumanoir’s comedy ‘Les Viowx Péchés,” 
and the burlesque “Les Rendezvous Bour- 














geois.” Both were well’ played, the acting 
in the first especially calling forth repeated 
applause, The orchestra played some ad- 
mirable pieces, which were much appio- 
ciated. 

The Grand Duke Alexis left for Naga- 
saki yesterday; the gunboat Sobol con- 
veying him to Woosung, where he wént on 
‘board the frigate Bogatyr, Royal salutes 
were fired from H. M. 8. Cadmus, and 
from the Japaneso frigate Riajokan, as 
W. L. H. started. 

We learn from Hongkong papers that 
Bishop and Mrs. Russell are among tho 
passengers by the 0. S, S. Hector, which 
may be expected here in a few days. 

The following gentlemen’ have boon 
nominated as Municipal Councillors for 
the ensuing year :—Messrs, R, 1, Fearon, 
F. D, Barnes, W. 8. Wetmore, J. G. 
Purdon, B. Seligman, M, Kalb, 8. M. 
‘Moses, R, W. Little, and J, Wilson, Tho 
election takes place on the 15th. 

‘The Municipal Council notify that the 
Engineer does not consider the Soochow 
Creck Bridge aafo for carriage traffic. Tho 
Council therefore recommend persons driv- 
ing vebicles to cross the Free Ferry 
Bridge. 

We mentioned last week that an Em- 
assy from Japan to China had arrived in 
the Japaneso men-of-war Riojokan and 
Toubakan, Three members of the Em- 
bassy left for Tientsin on Saturday, by 
the Shanse, The Chief Ambassador, H. E. 
Soyesima, started yesterday, in the Jap- 
anese corvette Zaubckan, General Le- 
gondre, Inte U. S. Consul at Amoy, who is 
also attached to tho Mission, will probably 
leave on Saturday. 

Ttis understood on good authority that 
General Le Gendre was appointed 
ister to the Argentine Republic, one of the 
most important Missions in South America ; 
but, owing to the confusion created in 
Congress. on account of the Alabama 
claims, an adjournment took place before 
the nomination could be acted upon. ‘Tho 
appointment was made by the President 
at the solicitation of nobody ; and anyone 
knowing the character of General Grant 
must feel convinced that he would have 
tendered General Le Gendre an equally 
important post after his re-clection, It 
was well known in Amoy that he had left 
that port never intending to return ; and 
this would have been known elsewhero 
had he not objected to the fact of his 
having received a handsome farowell testi- 
monial from the residents of all nations 
at Amoy, being made public. We also 
learn from reliable sources that General 
Le Gendre, whilo on his way home, 
was quite accidentally placed in com- 
munication with the Japanese author- 
ities by the American Minister. Although 
his own inclinations would have prompted 
him to seek such an appoiutment ‘as he 
now holds, his personal engagements and 
prospects at home deterred him from 
entering the Japanese service at first, and 
it was not until pressed to do so by the 
‘American Minister, Mr. De Long, that he 
consented to accept his present.office. ‘The 
advantages of rank aud salary are not 
greater than he had just reason to expect 
to feceive from his own Government on his 
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return home, From perusal of the reports 
published in the “Commercial Relations 
for 1871,” which arrived by the last mail, 
itis plainly to be seen how much confidence 
is placed in this gentleman by his govern- 
ment ; and the views which he expresses in 
those reports aro not only conducive to the 
interests of his own countrymen, but to 
the interests of all foreign residents in 
China, irrespective of nationality. These 
views he must have made known to the 
Japanese Government previously to his 
having been appointed to the rank of Nito- 
Quan ; and doubtless foreigners in China 
will approve the choice of the Japanese 
Government, and the action of the United 
States Minister in recommending General 
Legendre to it. 

Wo publish, elsewhere, a precis of tho 
official correspondence which has been laid 
before Parliament regarding the Central 
Asian question, It fully explains the points 
at issue, and shows that these have been 
satisfactorily arranged. 

On Sunday afternoon, a Russian sailor 
belonging to the Sobol, having a dif- 
feronco with a Chinese shopkeeper in 
Hongkow, drew his knife and wounded him 
on the back of the neck. A constable in 
plain clothes who happoned to be near the 
spot, attempted to suppress the quarrel, 
and whilst so doing, he was cut across the 
knuckles, ‘The offender was eventually 
secured and conveyed to the Hongkew 
Polico Station, and from thence on board 
of his ship where, wo hear, an enquiry will 
be held into the affair to-day. He was 
under tho influence of liquor at the time. 

Wo have received the eighth annual re. 
port of the Hawkow Medical Mission 
Hospital (for 1872) by Dr. E. P. Hardey. 
‘This Institution has two establishments— 
one in Hankow, another in Wuchang. ‘The 
number of cases treated shows an increase 
of 2,267 out-pationts and 25 
over the provious year. But itis curious 
that only 62 of these refer to the Wuchang 
branch; alltheremaining increase happened 
in Hankow. ‘The income during the year 
was Tis. 684.97, and the outlay Tis. 450.10, 
leavirg a balance of Tis. 234.87. The 
balance will be devoted to the purchase of 
instruments, of which the hospital is in 
need, and a larger supply of drugs to meet 
tho increasing number of patients. Dr. 
Hardey gives a record of Medical and 
Surgical cases that havo interest chiefly for 
medicalmen, ‘The only remarkable case wo 
notice, is that of an old man who fired off an 
old pistol with three charges of powderin it, 
grasping it at the timo by the barrel. The 
result may be conceived! Womay alsoada 
that the sub-cutaneous injection of atropine, 
recommended by Dr. Jolmston in cases of 
opium poisoning, has been tried with 
advantage.—The Hankow Chamberof Com- 
merce Report of the 2nd April says, business 
uring the fortnight had been still disap- 
pointing. “The demand for Cotton Goods 
had beon small, and prices lower.” This 
had arisen from less encouraging advices 
from Shanghai, and the absence of any 
real demand beyond local requirements. 
Messrs. Gordon Bros’ circular of the Sth 
April says :—An improved demand for Cot- 
ton Goods has existed during the latter 
part of the fortnight, but with it a consid-

M. von Butzow is waiting at Nacasacr 
to see the Grand Duke Alexis before pro- 
coeding to take up his appointment at Pe- 
king. HE. Sawa Nabouyoski, late Japa- 
nese envoy to St. Petersburgh, is also 
waiting there to invite H. I. H. to Yedo, 
‘The Japavese gun-boat Taibookan left on 
the 26th for the Loochoos, to survey the 
coast and anchorage. The Costa Rica has 
been chartered to convey troops to Kago- 
sima.—Numerous accidents have hap- 
pened, from jinrickshas.—The Express 
says “the public notification boards have 
been lately covered with new papers. 
‘These contain the names of persons 
who have recently made voluntary contri- 
butions towards the funds being collected 
for the purpose of defraying the cost of 
maintaining the police, and lighting the 
streets in the native town, Each donor, 
in return for his liberality, appears tohave 
been awarded by the government, one 
foreign made hat!” This is at any rate 
better than a button; and we notice an 
equally intelligent idea has been devised 
by Japanese newspapers, as “ owing to the 
great dearth of news, the issue of the Na- 
gasaki Shimbun, which should have made 
its appearance sometime this week, has 
been postponed sine-die; or at least until 
such time as some news is forthcoming.” 

A serious assault was committed on 
Lieut. Scott of H. B. M, Teazer at Hroco 
on thenight of the 26th ult. Several men 
unknown rushed upon him and beat him 60 
severely that he had difficulty in reaching 
the nearest house. He is now recovering. 
‘The house of a Mr. Meyer has been burned 
down, in Kochi. A rifle match, six aside, 
has been arranged between the Kobe 
Athletic Club and the Teazer. The Ger- 
man members of the community gave a 
theatrical performance on the 2ist. 

A fall summary of Yoxomaxta news will 
be found under the “‘ Outport ” heading. 

Letters from Caxron inform us that there 
is little news in that quarter. Grand pro- 
cessions and festivities in honour of the 
god Pak-tai seem to be the order of the 
day in the native city. The residents are 
experiencing exceedingly warm weather, 
and grave fears are entertained with 
regard toa variety of crops looked for- 
ward to within the next six weeks. 
‘The Canton authorities have appointed 
the 4th instant for assuming summer attire. 

‘The Namhoi Magistrate issued a Pro- 
clamation on the 31st ultimo, reminding 
gamblers in Pak Kop Piu and Tsz Fa of 
tho penalties which they incur. He is 
silent, however, on the subject of the Wai 
Sing Lottery, the evils of which a recent 
correspondent of the Chinese Mail exhaus- 
tively exposed, when he wrote on the mis- 














chief of the two other species of gambling. 

A curious advertisement appears in the 
Chinese Mail. The guardians of two young 
females, aged 22 and 19 respectively, 
advertise to get husbands for them, It 
appears that these females were admitted 
into the Chinese Hospital, and having been 
cured, they ought to be discharged, but 
having no friends nor relations, the Com- 
mittee advertise for somebody to husband 
them.—Further news, for which we aro 
indebted to the China Mail, will be found 
on another page. 

The Honexono Pier and Godown Co. 
are erecting two rows of Iron Columns, 
each 250 feet long, on and near the outer 
end of the Pier, for the purpose of erecting 
a shed, where the French mail steamers 
will discharge, It has been resolved to 
defer putting the T-head on the new pier, 
until it proves to be wanted. Tho pier 
already accomodates four steamers, and 
this suffices for present needs.—Tho naval 
schoolmaster on board H.M.S. Thalia has 
robbed the messman of $94, and has been 
sentenced to two years’ imprisonment and 
dismissal. —The Portuguese corvette Duque 
da Palmella is in dock at Saigon.—Tho 
Hongkong Debating Society was to hold a 
meeting on the S1st, We wonder whether 
the Shanghai Debating Society will ever 
meet again.—The Mail says a private meet- 
ing of Shareholders in the Indo-Chineso 
Sugar Company ‘took place on the Sist, 
It was highly satisfactory ; those prosent 
expressing their confidence in the Directors 
and in the prospects of the Company during 
the coming season.—Admiral Jenkins has 
hoisted his flag on board the U. S. frigate 
Hartford.—H.1.R.M. corvette Isoumroud 
‘has arrived in port. Upon her arrival she 
saluted the British flag, the salute being 
returned by the shore Battery. The Bri- 
tish Admiral was then saluted, the cour- 
tesy being returned by H. M. 8, Jvon 
Duke, The American and French Admirals 
were similarly complimented, the U. S. 
frigate Hartford and the French ram 
Belliquewse answering respectively.—St. 
John’s Cathedral is to be opened on 
Easter Monday, with a choral festival. 
We are glad to hear that specimens of 
Mr, Thompson's photographic work have 
arrived in Hongkong, so that there is a pro: 
pect of our shortly getting the work itself, 
The Daily Press notes the arrival of a 
now steamer, the Nankin, to the consign- 
of Messrs. Siemssen Co. She is 1,830 tons 
register, and with a carrying capacity in 
gross of 4,250 tons, and of 300 horse- 
power, on the new combined engine prin- 
ciple. Sho is admirably fitted up for pas- 
sengers, having baths, ladies’ cabins, &. 
She has been expressly built for the China 
trade, and is intended to load with the new 
season’s teas. 

‘The Diario de Manrta states. that four 
vessels manned by pirates had appeared 
near San Augustin, which shows that 
piracy still rears it head in those seas. 
‘There appears to be no news as to 
how the Sooloo expedition is progressing. 
‘The blockade would appear to be a very pro- 
Jonged one.. The more open and unfet- 
tered the trade in those quarters, the more 
and greater will be the chance of putting 
down piracy.

THE LIUCHIU ISLANDS. 
In one way and another, unusual atten- 
tion has been lately directed to the 
little principality of Liuchin; and tho 
intention of the present Japanese Em- 
bassy to seok redress, from China, for 
the ill-treatment of certain Liuchinans 
by the inhabitants of Formosa, revives 
our interest in these “Islets in the 
‘Waste of Waters,” as they are called in 
an edict of the Emperor Kiaking. The 
rather complicated relations of the 
Liuchinan principality with China 
and Japan, and the weakness of the 
Chineso Government in Formosa, will 
render these negociations by no means 
30 simple as might at first sight appear; 
and we shall be much interested in 
learning their result. The Chinese 
may resent Japanese interference alto- 
gether, and point to the fact that suc- 
cessive Linchiuan sovereigns have now, 
for several hundred years, been invested 
by envoys from Peking, as proof 
that China cannot tolerate outside in- 
terference in their concerns. While 
Jopan can plead the actual conquest of 
the Islands by a Prince of Satsuma, in 
‘thobeginning of the seventeenthcentury, 
‘and the subsequent homage rendered 
at Yeddo, on tho accession of each new 
‘Tycoon and of each successive Liuchinan 
" King, as proof positive of theix depen- 
” ‘dence on Japan. 
The history of the connexion of the 
Liuchius with Japan is interestingly 
explained in a paper lately read_before 
the Asiatic Society by Mr. E. W. 
Satow, who has contributed so much 
information to home magazines, about 
“the Land of the Rising Sun. A 
“desire to connect themselves with the 
outside world seems first to have seized 
the Liuchiuans about the end of the 
14th and beginning of the 15th contu- 
‘ries ; for Mr. Satow tells us that their 
first intercourse with Japan took place 
in the year 1451, when certain Liu- 
chinans brought a present of 1,000 
strings of cash to Ashikaga Yoshimasa, 
the then reigning Tycoon; and we learn 
from a paper read by Dr. Williams 
“before the N.-C. branch of the Society 
“in 1866, that the Liuchiuan prince 
Zaito first “sent tribute” to China in 
the fifth year of Hung-wu, the founder 
of the Ming dynasty, and that the 
practice of investiture began in the year 
1400, under the next Emperor, Yung-lo. 
‘Thus far, China would seem to 
have the pull. The Linchiuan Sover- 
eigns were invested, from Peking, 
fifty years before any official relations 
were had by them with Japan. But 
then comes the Japanese right of 
conquest. Some two hundred years 
later, about the beginning of the 17th 
* century, 2 Minister named Jana who 
was desirous of getting into favour at 
the Chinese Court, persuaded the King 
to stop all communication with Japan, 
and treated with disrespect an envoy 
whom the Prince of Satsuma sent to 
ask for an explanation. The Prince at 
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‘once obtained, from Yeddo, permission 
to punish this impertinence ; started 
on an ition for the purpose in 
1609 ; took the chief city, and brought 
the King prisoner to ima. From 
this date the Linchins became subject 
to Satsuma; and not only had each 
successive King to send an embassy to 
‘Yeddo on his accession, but to submit 
to re-investiture on the accession of 
each new Tycoon—besides all the while 
fulfilling the same ceremonies at the 
Court of Peking. A visit of certain 
Liuchiuan Ambassadors to Peking, in 
1865, suggested to Dr. Willioms the 
paper we have before referred to; and 
Mr. Satow tells us that an Embassy 
visited Yeddo, so lately as last year. 

We have said enough to show that 
the Chinese have a good deal of material 
out of which to spin diplomatic cobwebs, 
if they wish to evade the Japanese de- 
mand, In reality, there is no doubt 
that the suzcrainty of Japan is much 
more practical than that of China, She 
really conquered the Liuchius some two 
hundred and fifty years ago, and has 
exercised a direct authority over them 
ever since ; whereas the relationship to 
China seems only to have been of the 
flowery kind implied in an immense 
respect for the Son of Heaven and for 
the Central depot of learning and civili 
sation over which he rules. The Lin. 
chinan Ambassadors came, and the Em- 
peror was pleased to receive their 
homage, and acknowledge their pre- 
sents by others ; but if they had stayed 
away, it is vory doubtful whether men- 
sures would have boon taken to bring 
them back to propriety ; the loss would 
have been on their side, in being deprived 
of intercourse with the Flowery Land. 
‘The only chance is, that China may try 
to escape from a difficulty by declaring 
that the Liuchins are under her pro- 
tection as much as that of Japan, and 
that she can protect them against For- 
mosan malefactors without Japanese 
intervention. She can then fire off a 
grandiloquent despatch to the Governor 
of Fobkien, who will reply in equally 
flowery terms, and the matter may rest. 
But if the interference of the Japanese 
is admitted, they may want to know 
what has been done to the Formosans ; 
and China can do next to nothing with 
the savage inhabitants of that island, 
—without, at any rate, a costly expedi- 
tion. 





BURMA. 


‘Tue “ Administration Reports” of Bri- 
tish Burmah have a special interest in 
China, even apart from the complete- 
ness which ‘marks their preparation. 
‘The story of our relations with the 
native rulers of Burmah is not altoge- 
ther unlike the record of events in China. 
In both cases, obstractiveness and wrong 
led to reprisals which have resulted, 
in the one case in our actually taking 
possession of a portion of territory, and 
in the other in the establishment of 
foreign settlements, secured from inter- 





ference from the native authorities. 








The character of the Burmese is 
not unlike that of the Chinese, with 
whom besides they are more or less 
allied in blood, as well as in religion. 
One great difference is however to be 
remarked. Misgovernment for centuries 
had made, of the present province of 
British Burmab, an almost uninhabited 
wilderness, contrasting strongly with 
the densely peopled districts which, 
within the last thirty years, have sur- 
rounded all the ports in China open by 
treaty. ‘The ravages of rebellion have, 
indeed, in many cases reduced the 
superabundance of human life on the 
soil ; but it is doubtful still if the most 
sparsely peopled district within the 
eighteen provinces docs not support 
more human beings than British Bur- 
mab, the average population of which, 
including the towns, is but 27 to a 
square mile, In perusing the Report 
for 1871-72 just issued, we first remark 
the curious line of conduct pursued by 
the King of Ava who, with as profound 
a contempt for the radiments of politi. 
cal economy as ever marked his Con- 
temporary at Peking, was desirous of 
becoming the only trader in his owu 
dominions, to the manifest injury of the 
more active of his subjects, as well ag 
of the mercantile body of British Bur. 
mab. The King, whose finances were 
in by no means a satisfactory condi- 
tion, was unfortunately persuaded to 
interfere in the general trade of the 
country ; he endeavoured to induce the 
European merchants to give him gua~ 
rantees that they would only sell their 
imports to him or his agents, while the 
Chinese traders and bazaar dealors wore 
persuaded to give similar guarantees 
that they would only buy their imports 
through the royal brokers. “Ono main 
object of the King,” adds the Report, 
“was no doubt to stimulate and extend 
the trade in his dominions, and appar 
before the world as a royal patron 
of commerce; but he endeavoured to 
accomplish this end by measures which 
involved him in difficulties and com- 
plications that could only terminate in 
loss and failure.” His idea was to re- 
move all complaints regarding unsold 
stock and insolvent debtors, by taking 
on himself the whole responsibility, 
purchasing all stocks at a fair advance 
on invoice cost, and insuring the risk 
of all bad debts which might have oc- 
curred in the ordinary process of trade, 
Very naturally, the first result of such 
a system was © lange increase in im- 
ports, till stocks accumulated to such an 
extent in the King’s hands that he 
could find no other market, and was 
forced to give them to his troops and 
servants in lien of pay. These latter 
tried to convert the goods into hard 
cash, and foreed thom on the native 
bazaars, to the rain of the bazaar 
dealers who had given fair pricos to 
the King. The whole affair was, in 
fact, not unlike in its effects the Chinese 
governmental method of collecting the 
rice tribute and sending it to Peking. 
The British Resident, appealed to by 
the Bazaar dealers, did his best to per- 
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suade the King of the consequences of 
the line of conduct adopted, which, if 
not contrary to the letter of the Treaty, 
certainly interfored with freedom of 
trade. Colonel Trover’s warnings natn- 
rally came true; the King, so far from 
being a gainer found himself a heavy 
loser, and discovered that he was by 
no means in a fair way of earning the 
reputation he counted on, by the un- 
healthy stimulus he had given to the 
trade in piece goods. He gave up 
the monopoly of the import trade, but 
not till serious losses had occurred to 
both his own exchequer and to private 
traders. A similar desire to extend 
the produce of indigo by advances 
to the cultivators, interfered with the 
power of the merchants to parchase in 
the open market, and led to complaints 
from the foreign merchants ; but, as no 
absolute breach of treaty could be 
shown, the Chief Commissioner had to 
confine himself to remonstrances. It 
was perhaps better, on the whole, that 
more pressure was nob exercised, the 
punishment of the error being left to 
the natural laws of supply and demand, 
and the lesson taught being thus moro 
completely directed to the intelligence 
of the Burmese authorities. On the 
whole, the injury done to the trade was 
of a partial description, and proceeded 
more from ignorance than from ill-will. 
The allegation that the King was ob- 
structing tho trade with West China, 
‘was disproved to the satisfaction of the 
Chief Commissioner. The trade had 
indeed fallen into Chinese hands, as 
‘was natural ; but the King had done his 
best to foster it by building guard houses 
along the Tahpen river, and establish- 
ing posts across the Kakhyen hills. 
Again, at Bhamo he had rebuilt the 
old storehouses for cotton, which had 
been in rains for many years. 





AMUSEMENTS. 


‘Tus past week has beon one of almost 
unexampled gaiety. Since the visit of 
H. BR. H. the Duke of Edinburgh to 
Shanghai, we have not had so many 
amusements crowded into a short space, 
as we have recently been called upon 
to assist at. The Amateur Dramatic 
Corps, the Philharmonics, and the 
French Theatrical Company have all 
combined to entertain us; and have 
spared neither time, pains, or money in 
the attempt to put the community in a 
thoroughly good humour. Of course 
these efforts must seem paltry to the 
Grand Duke in whose honour they are 
prepared, but we trust- that His Royal 
Highness has the genial toleranco of 
another and yet Grander Duke—the 
Theseus of Shakspeare; and that he will 
be prepared to say of these attempts 

«For never anything can be amiss 

‘When simplenees and duty tender it.” 

‘To the careless observer it may seem 
strange that amusements should be 
piled up so high one on another, at a 
time of great commercial depression ; 
but those who have experience in 





these matters tell us that, in panics and 
crises at Home, theatres are always full, 
and that periods of monetary pressure 
are invariably the times when coins 
flow most freely into the managerial 
Treasuries. The reason of this is ob- 
vious. Persons wax weary of brooding 
over blunders and mischances. Nothing 
they can do seems likely to be of 
any avail to mitigate misfortune, and 
they hasten to the Play to drive 
away their dismal thoughts, and to 
forget for one hour or two hours 
the skeleton in the cupboard. China 
is unlike Home in many respects ; and 
therefore we are not surprised that, 
whereas the playgoer in England 
seeks the theatre in order to forget 
business, the playgoer in Shanghai 
seeks the theatre in order to be re- 
minded of it. At least, this would be the 
legitimate inference to be drawn from 
the burlesque of Aladdin played last 
week, Everybody knows the charm. 
ing Oriental tale which delighted our 
childhood, and everybody sees how full 
it is of graceful capabilities. In the 
hands of the author of Pygmalion and 
The Palace of Truth, and the Wicked 
World, how much poetry and how 
many quaint imaginations and pretty 
conceits would have been grouped 
about this enchanting story; but in 
the Aladdin of Mr. Byron these 
flowers aro scantily sown, and in the 
Aladdin of the Shanghai adapters of 
Byron there was hardly a single rose- 
bud of fancy. Tho Ledgers were 
piled high on the old friends of our 
early days. We could hardly see the 
lovely Badroulbadour for the throng 
of broker’s traps; and for the radiant 
transformations of Magic we had the 
fluctuations of the Share List !—Local 
hits have always been appreciated in 
Shanghai, in theatrical performances as 
well as in “Puck.” So we are not 
inclined to lay,on these adaptations, a 
too large share of the flatness that was 
perceptible in the piece. Still it is just 
possible that they may have been over- 
done. Afterall, the object of the theatre 
is to amuse—and there is no special 
joke in an allusion to heavy losses; the 
candid friend who comes in, digging 
you in the ribs and telling you “to grin 
and bear it,” is not a pleasant acquaint 
ance ; so, as we said before, a sense of 
unfitness in this respect may have had 
something to do with the failure of a 
class of piece for which the A. D. C. 
used to be famous. 





PUBLIC BATHS. 
‘Tur want of a good bathing place 
has long been felt at Shanghai, and 
various schemes have from time to time 
been proposed. Tro difficulties have 
always stood in the way; the muddi- 
ness of the water, and the difficulty of 
finding a convenient locality. When, 
two years ago, the Municipal Council 
erected a mat shed at the large pond 
near the New Cemetery, a very consi- 
derable number of bathers made use of 
what was little more than a makeshift 


terial. 


of the rndest nature ; and, had means 
been found of replenishing the water, 
and at the same time keeping it clear, 
there is no doubt that the experiment 
would have proved a success. Many of 
our readers are acquainted with the rows 
of floating baths which mark the 
Seine at Paris, and know the extensive 
patronage bestowed on them by the 
inhabitants of that city. The arrange- 
ments of these baths are, however, by 
no means perfect. The Seine water is 
naturally much clearer than that of 
the Hwangpoo, but even it is not 
altogether free from sediment, and 
this sediment naturally discolours the 
water passing through the bath. Tomeet 
the difficulty of providing baths in 
muddy water, and when difficulties as 
to site present themselves, Mr. Chas, 
Slagg, C. E., makes a communication 
to the “ Builder” of the 15th February, 
describing a floating bath proposed by 
him, which contains many elements of 
success. A boat 200 feet long and 44 
feet wide, contains in its centre a bath 
120 feet long. Surrounding this bath, 
on projecting guards, are situated rows 
of dressing rooms, while the space at 
either end of the boat contains a well 
communicating with the river by means 
of an open packed with filtering ma- 
At the four quarters of the 
boat are paddle wheels, revolving with 
the force of the tide; and joined to 
their axles by cranks, are pumps which 
drive the water from the wells into» 
pair of elevated tanks. Tho boat is 
made of a section gradually deepening 
towards the centre ; so that 9 to 11 feet 
of water can readily be obtained there, 
while the ends shallow to 4 or 5. Tho 
action of the bath is simple in the 
extreme. It is moored stem and 
stern in the tideway. The flow pf 
the tide in either direction sets the 
floats of the paddle wheels in motion, 
and these pump the water out of the 
wells into the cisterns. To fill the 
vacant space in the wells, the river 
water forces its way through tho 
filtering material, becoming purified 
in the process. ‘The water mixed into 
the tanks is led over each extremity 
of the bath, whenee by an ingenious 
arrangement it is made to fall in a 
monster shower bath, thereby com. 
pletely aerating the water and tending 
to its greater purification. The filters 
are to be placed level with the bottom of 
the boat, thereby exposing theirlower sur 
face to the current of the river and en- 
suring their liability to cloy. They will 
be covered with copper gauze netting 
covered with cotton hemp or other 
fibrous material, over which will be 
placed a layer of sand and such other 
filtering materials as experience may 
dictate. The cost, it is caleulated, would 
not exceed £3000. The other details, 
as to means of access &., would na 
turally differ in each particular case. 
‘The whole idea is well worthy of cone 
sideration, as it would supply a want 
much felt in Shanghai.

‘TIBNTSIN. 


While the Audience Question continues 
to remain, s0 far as the public are aware, 
an open and a debateable question between 
the ambassadors and the Chinese ministers 
of State, foreigners here, who take an 
interest in international affairs, have their 
eyes constantly directed towards Peking; 
and from their desire to learn the smallest 
Progress which the ambassadors may have 
‘mado towards a settlement, their ears are 
continually open for every scrap of diplo- 
matic news coming from the capital. Li 
Hung-chang left ‘Nentsin on the morning 
of the 18th instant for Peking, which he 
reached at about noon on the 20th instant. 
He took up his quarters in the Ling Ying 
‘Temple near the south gate. His body 
guard (originally numbering 500, and all 
Southern men) before entering Peking, took 
off their black cloth turbans, which hid 
their queues or tails, and let their tails 
hang down their backs—the tail being, as 
‘wo all have heard, a distinctive mark of 
the Chinese people having submitted to 
the Manchu dynasty—took off their mili- 
tary jackets, dc, ; and made themselves 
in “appearance, in short, like ordinay 
Ghingvemubjects, Ld Hung-chang is oald (, 
however, do not know this to be the ease’ 
to be opposed to the ambassadors obtain 
ing audiences of the Emperor ; and, as he 
has lately gone to the capital’ for ‘the ex- 
prone purpore of seeing the Emperor, the 

iplomatic corps and, I may add safely, 
the foreign publi generally, are naturally 
mnéh interested in his Excellency’s pro- 
ceedings and language, and in the events 
which are at present taking place at the 
Court.

wisheswell to them and their country, 
gomarit an enormous blunder ; for, by re: 
fusul of audiences, they make all civilized 
nations their foes.’ ‘They ought to know, 
if, they aro capable of comprehending the 
true stute of their country’s interest, that 
the: Matichu Dynasty requires for its future 
security and stability, sincerely friendly 
relations with the Great Foreign Powers ; 
and that, in order to possess such, the 
Manchu ‘high officials must establish a 
sincerely friendly diplomatic intercourse 
with the Ambassadors of these Powers 
now residing at Peking ; such as would be 
carried on by a Western Court if they wore 
aicredited to it. 

Judging from everything the public can 
ascertain, Westerners must rely chiefly on 
the:energy..and ability of the French 
nister, M, Geofroy, for bringing the Au 
exice Question to a'settlement. ‘There i 
rumour current here at present, but I trust 
it-is not based on truth, that a disposition 
has been lately evinced in the part of 
some of the diplomatic corps to discon- 
tinue urging the point upon the Chinese 
Foreign Oflico, and to recede from the 
plan originally decided upon for con- 
tinued pressure till the result was gained. 
‘We understand that, owing to one of the 
Ieading minds of the Diplomatic corps 
having received commands from his So- 
vereign to repair to another post, the 
action of the Corps has been somewhat 




























weakened. ence people begin to talk as 
if it may be put off to a future day. We 
trust, for the honor of Englishmen, that 
Her "Majesty’s Minister has shown no 
disposition, in his language to the Chinese 
cabinet, to yield uphisambassadorial rights; 
for the audience question does not depend 
upon whether the Gladstoue or the Derby 
ministry is in power, but upon the well 
known, and amongst civilized nations well 
recognized, right, that ambassadors must 
have audiences with the Heads of the 
Governments they are accredited to. 

On the 26th inst. we learnt in Tientsin 
that, on the nightof the25th idem, abody of 
armed men, said to be over three hundred 
in number, who had their faces blackened 
and were otherwise disguised, and spoke 
Southern Chinese dialects, had’ broken into 
the family residence of General Tsaou-ko- 
sang, situated in a village called Lew-yuen, 
lying six English miles northwest from 
‘Tientsin, and pillaged it, after having first 
barbarously tortured the women of the 
house to force them to say where the 
money and valuables of the family were 
hidden, General Tsaou-ko-sang is be- 
lieved to be at present in Shanse ; at any 
rate he is not at home. He is a native of 
the Tientsin district, and when the Taiping 
rebel army was approaching Tientsin, he 
rendered most important services agninst 
it, and consequently acquired great favour 
in the eyes of the Manchu Government, 
About fifteen months back, the Empress 
Dowager summoned him to Court, and 
ordered him to proceed to Kansuh 
with the rank of General, to take 
command of troops there, acting against 
the Mahomedan rebels." We however 
learnt later that, on his reaching the 
army, the men—part of the Southern 
Legion formerly raised by Li Hung-chang— 
had refused to obey his orders, had muti- 
nied, and had disbanded. From some 
knowledge I havo of the characters of the 
people of the diferent provinces of. China, 

cau easily understand the feelings 
of ‘irritation’ which the men of tho 
Southern Legion would entertain against 
‘Tsaon-ko-sang, on his appearing at the Can- 
tonments as “their general, he being 
northern man and unacquainted with their 
Ianguage and manners ; and immediately I 
heard of the appointment, I felt certain the 
Central Government had made a gross 
blunder in making ity and that it would be 
useless.

In the Peking Gazette of 26th March 
current, we read that the Le poo (Board of 
Magistracy) had reported to the ‘Throne 
that Li Hung-chang had shewn opposi 
to Tmperial commands (Wei ling). His 
Majesty thereupon commanded that Li 
Hung-chang should be fined nine months 
pay of-his salary. We have no means of 
ascertaining from the Gazette what, the 
commands ‘were which Li Hung-chang 
refused to obey ; but in any case they hi 
been only communicated to him verbally, 
and not with the vermillion pencil at 
tached ; the latter would have to be obeyed. 

T was told by a foreign resident this 
morning that, while walking out this 
morning below here, he saw the river 
water rushing into the plain. This does 
not look as if the plain waters will be 
lower. The water in the river is now, I 
fancy, altogether higher than formerly ; 
and the Bar at Taku must be dredged 
down to prevent it overflowing its old

Trade in foreign imports is at present 
extremely dull, not above five hundred 
pieces of grey shirtings being daily sold by 
the Tientsin dealers to the inland traders, 
Foreigners have ‘as yet been unable to 
learn the causes of this dullness, Some 
have begun to think that it arises from the 
non-settlement of the audience question, 
which they fancy has created an uneasy 
fecling generally amongst the Chinese 
traders and mercantile classes, throughout 
the north of China. 

‘At present, we have lying in the front of 
‘Tientsin two British, one French, and one 
American men of war. ‘Tho Russian gun- 
boat which had been lying here all tho 
winter, left some 10 days ago. 

‘The Viceroy will, the yamun peoplehero 
say, return to Tientsin about tho 15th 
instant. Numbers of wild swan have 
been seen flying north theso Inst few days. 
‘Tho exposed thermometer this mornin; 
stood at 42° Fahrenheit. Fires are stil 
the order of the evening, as the weather is 
sufficiently culd in doors lo need them,

A story reaches us from the North, the

It appears that about 
the close of the new yea ies, Mr. 
Man, Commissioner of Customs attached 
to the Inspectorate General, was riding 
home with one servant from the western 
quarter of Peking when he fell in with one 
of those numerous cavalcades which mean 
that a very great man indeed is on the 
road—somewhere. The horsemen, some 
twenty in number, were from the Imporial 
City, and in the midst was a Princo, 
known by his splendid dress and peculiar 
hat, He turned out to be the eldest son 
of the Prince of Tun, who is at present 
looked upon as heir presumptive to the 
dragon throne, He has been allowed oor- 
tain. privileges in the palace grounds, and 
altogether rather a conspicuous character 
just now, though it is probable he scarcely 
ever even saw & foreigner until he saw Mr, 
‘Mai on his pony in the road before him, 
‘Mr. Man, not desiring to keep up a forced 
trotahead of thecavaleade, jumped his pon} 

off the central road to let it pass. Muel 

to his astonishment, however, the young 
Prince, who is about eighteen years of age, 
followed his example and ranged up along: 
side of him, bowed most politely and en- 
tered into a conversation, which lasted 
some twenty minutes or so, until their res- 
pective roads parted. The horror of tho 
attendant staff at their lord so far forget- 
ting himself as to speak to a “barbarian” 
was supreme ; and, we doubt not, very 
amusing. One mandarin even went so far 
as to attempt putting a sumraary stop to the 
conversation—in which effort ho failed, 

Slight as the incident was, it has cause 
no little stir amongst the diplomatists, big 
and little, at the Capital. It, atall events, 
intimates that at least some members of 
the Imperial family do not share the 
pretended dread of the officials at a per- 
sonal interview with foreigners, and many 
see in the incident cause for hope that the 


good authority. 
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much vexed Audience Question may after 
all be summarily settled, by the Emperor 
in person cutting short all delay. Rumours 
of an intended progress through his do- 
minions also point to the adoption of a 
less exclusive policy than has heretofore 
prevailed. Baseless as they may be, the 
fact of their being partially credited in 
native circles is a significant sign that 


changes are impending, the result of 
which must, inany case, be a more or 


less complete abandonment of the policy 
of isolation,—China Mail. 





CANTON. 


Last year’s balance sheets of our Celes- 
tial friends at Canton seem to have been 
unprecedentedly discouraging. Nota single 
dealer in silk, tea and sundries, according 
to the unanimous report, seems to have 
escaped this ordeal initiated by those un- 
derlings smarting under loss, Whether 
this is a deep-laid and wide-spread conspi- 
racy to gull the fan-yen, I cannot say. 
But one thing I can certify, that the deep 
sigh and mournful shake of the head, 
which accompany tho answer when a cles 
tial is asked by an ‘old friend” as to his 
Jast year’s operations, are as impressive as 
the lamentations of Jeremiah of old. 
Some have curtailed their establishments, 
and some are still deliberating whether to 
re-open the doors of their establishment or 
to suffer them to remain closed. 

It appears that the native silk merchants 
have purchased a large pack-house on the 
City side for $6,000, which is to be made 
asort of receptacle of silk brought from 
the country, as well a sort of Deliberating 
Hall for tho silk merchants ; that is, as to 
the price, &e. Consequently, the rules 
framed at the meeting of silk-traders, held 
in June 1871 (vide the file of the Mail of 
that date), have been once more printed 
and circulated amonst foreigners and na- 
tive dealers alike. But they are #0 one- 
sided and altogether favoring the native 
dealers, that foreign merchants will no 
duubt turn a deaf ear to the “rules,” and 
infer Sir Brooke to the prompt action of

aolieve just as much as Mr. (now Sir) 
Harry Parkes did by scattering to the 
winds the moral effect of keeping the Bar- 
barians out of the City of Rams.

OU some items of general news. Rain is 
Baaty wanted forthe rice crop. NewTaysahm 
tea has commenced to arrive. The Inter- 
national Hotel has changed hands, and, 
according to the barber's report, a pro- 
minent American taipan is either the pur- 
chaser or the mortgagee. If the two hotels 
would amalgamate and form a Company, 
it would be as successful as that of the 
Steam-boats. The Customs had another 
sanguinary fight, two weeks ago, with 
what they supposed to be a smuggler, and 
some half a dozen of those who were 
board the spotted craft were sent to eterni- 
ty. I fear that these operations irritate the 













































country people, and picnics like that the 
Venerable Archdeacon gave, some weeks 
ago, to a party numbering fifty of both 
sexes, and lasting full six days—a picnic 
unparallelled in the history of Canton plea- 
sure parties,—will become unsafe. Fol- 
lowing the example of the Singaporeans, a 
sweepstakes is being set on foot as to who 
is to be the next Commissioner of Customs 
at the City of Rams.—Ckina Mail, 


YOKOHAMA. 


Sir Harry Parkes arrived on the 26th 
March, and has resumed his official duties. 
M. von Brandt has also resumed charge of 
the North-German Legation. The Japan 
Mail emphatically denies the reports that 
have been put abroad, of disturbances in 
Satsuma, ‘The province is perfectly quiet, 
‘They may possibly have arisen from the 
conveyance thither, in the Costa Rica, of 
the lately disbanded Imperial Guard. 
Shimadzu Saburo, who has long kept away 
from Yeddo and has been opposed to the 
present policy of the Government, is about 
to re-visit thecapital. A great fire occurred 
in Yokohama on the 22nd. ‘The Mail says 
“it broke out in the native town, and swept 
away all that quarter lying to the rear of 
themarket, and known as Aioucho. Itwould 
seem that the fire broke out from the 
upsetting of a paraffin lamp, and the flames 
quickly communicating with the adjoining 
buildings spread far and wide, impelled by 
a strong breeze which seemed to spring up 
and increase with the progress of the fire. 
The engines of all the fire brigades were 
quickly on the spot, but the canals having 
recently been filled up, but little water 
could be obtained, and ‘after omptying all 
the available wells and drains, the engines 
had to be removed to a safe place, leaving 
the flames to exhaust themselves. This 
did not take place till the small hours, the 
fre being topped only by a failure in, the 
supely of inslammable material. Tho 
official report states that 1,500 houses were 
burnt, covering near 44 ‘acres of ground 
and rendering 6,672 persons houseless, the 
alleged loss of 26 lives being somewhat 
problematical.” ‘The Governor bas caused 
the destitute to be relieved with plentiful 
supplies of rice; the rebuilding of the 
burned district has commenced. 

‘A Japanese newspaper announces an 
outbreak in Yetchuzen. Tho Mail says 
the insurgents ted an addreas to tho 
Government of the province, in which they 
demanded, 

Ist.—That the edicts against Christianity 
should not be rescinded, and that the 
Christian religion should not be tolerated. 

2nd.—That the Buddhist religion, priest- 
hood and temples should not be interfered 
with ; and that the Shinto. precepts should 
not be publicly taught. 

rd.—They did not wish to change the 
calendar, to cut off their queues, or to have 











foreign education, books or customs intro- | 8 


duced among them. 

‘The Japanese paper also states that th 
whole affair had its origin in a dis- 
like to the Christian religion, and a desire 
to secure the national preference for Bud- 
dhism. ‘The farmers of the province seem 
to have been the leading insurgents, and 
fears were at one time entertained for the 
safety of certain foreigners who reside in the 
city towards which the rioters advanced. 
According to the latest information, how- 
ever, the danger had passed, the insurgents 
having for the most part been taken pri- 
souers ; among them the ringleaders. 

The great increase in the number of 
foreign built, but native owned ships, 
has Ted to the establishment of a native 
Marine Insurance Co,—Following the ex- 
ample of the Yedo merchants, their confré- 
ves in many other of the principal towns of 
Japan have made arrangements for the 
early establishment of local banks, together

sent the Mikado a number of valuable 
presents, including a collection of works of 
art in gold and silver.—A game of bowls 
between the German and Yokohama Clubs 
has resolted in favour of the former.—The 
Gazette publishes the following despatch 
addressed by the Japan Foreign Office to 
Foreign Ministers. 

“Your Excellenoy,—With regard to the 
individuals who embraced the Christian 
religion, our Government, desirous of doing 
away with customs which might offend the 
feelings of the Foreign Powers, had already, 
since last summer, secretly ‘ordered the 
Chiefs of Fu and Ken to coase arrests, 
From this moment the placards which have 
till now been affixed (to the notice-boards) 
are withdrawn. On these placards was 
written the law which prohibited Christia-

ABSTRACT OP PEKING GAZETTES. 

March 4th,—Ying-leen petitions with 
regard to an officer who should retire from 
office in consequence of the death of his 
father, and in reference to a petition pray- 
ing the Emperor to allow him to remain 
some time longer at his post, as an eflicient 
successor had not been found to supply 
his place. His Majesty had previously 
given permission to this officer to remain 
at his post, but the petitioner having since 
discovered’ that a like application was 
made, in a similar case, to the. previous 
Emperor Héen-fung and refused, now 
prays the Emperor to roverao His cision 
and to insist upon the aforesaid offici 
retiring from office during the period of 
mourning.

5th, —Yang Chang-sing presents a supple: 
mentary petition, in reference to a frontier 
guard arresting ‘rebels without first as- 
sembling together the local authorities to 
take part in the arrest, by which courso of 
conduct a disturbance was caused. 

Now, according to the evidence of Tao" 
Chang-tsiing an inhabitant of Hwang Gan- 
yuen, his nephew Tae Wei-show incurred 
the enmity of one Chin Seaou-tang, bj 
whom he was seized, bound, and carrie 
off to the house of alliterary graduate named 
Pao Kin-tsing. It appears moreover, 
that this man who carried off the plaintif’s 
ew murdered two women, A Major 
General of no character, named Pwan 
Kaou-shing, was halting at Yang-koh-gaot 
in the district of Ld-tsing-yuen, and trust- 
ing to the partial statements’ of certain 

entry and people, he without assembling 

the authorities of ‘the district, seized Tae 
Wei-show, and put him to death. Tho 
wuiltless son of the local rebel Héang ‘Ti 
san, who had long ago escaped from the 
net, was also arrested by this officer 
beyond the boundary of the provinc, and 
lives were lost on that occasion. ‘Truly 
this was a most wicked and erroneous 
proceeding. The petitioner prays that all 
concerned in these offences may be punished 
according to their several degrees of guilt, 
His Majesty grants the petition, 

7th.—I, Shaou Hiing-yu the Deputy 
Governor’ of Shen-se, kneel and petition 
with regard to instituting an enquiry into 
the murder of three merabers of one 
femily,, and bringing the guilty to justo, 

T find that Ho Wan-chang an inhabitant 
of Kea-chiow, for some reason or other 
killed Lew Wei-she and her two sons. 
The Chechow of the district has as- 
certained the facts of the case and written 
to me on the subject, and I mysolf have 
had the criminal brought before me 
for examination. Ho Wan-chang, it aj 
pears, is a native of Kéa-chow and a 
fellow townsman of Lew Tang-jin, the 
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husband of the murdered woman, and no 
enmity has hitherto existed between the 
murdered woman’s husband and himself. 
In the 8th month of the 6th year of the 

resent reign, Lew Tang-jin borrowed a 
Tow of rico ftom Ho Wan-chang, promis: 
ed to return it soon. After a while Lew 
Tan-jin was carried of by the rebels, and 
Ho Wan-chang on several occasions asked 
the woman Lew Wei-sho to pay him back 
the rico; but all to no purpose, After 
this, Lew Wei-she wishing to go away on 
a visit to her parents, gave a box contain- 
ing her head ornaments to Ho Wan-chang’s 
mother to keep for her until her return 
home. Ho Wan-chang hearing of this, on 
his return to the house, and knowing that 
Lew Wei-she was a woman of violent dis- 
position, advised his mother to return the 
box at once, His mother Ho Mo-slie then 
asked Lew Wei-she to come over to her 
house to receive back the box, and to see 
that the lock was untouched. Lew Wei-she 
having taken away the box, afterwards ac- 
cused Ho Wan-chang of having taken some 
of her head ornaments out of it, and she 
made frequent disturbances about the 
affair, the neighbours always advising her, 
and endeavouring to put an end to the 
quarrel. On the 23rd day. of the 7th 
month of the 7th year of the present 

,, Ho Wan-chang again went to Lew 
‘Wei-she and asked her to return the bor- 
rowed rice, but she abused "him and seiz- 
ing him by his queue, gave him a beating. 
Upon this Ho Wan-chang seized a large 
Kanifo which was lying near the door, and 
wounded Lew Wei-she with it, in the neck; 
upon which she fell down and rolled about 
on the ground, still abusing him, and de- 
claring that she would never cease to carry 
on the quarrel with him. Ho Wan-chan; 
upon this conceived an instantaneous hatre 
against her, and again attacking her with 
the knife, cut her throat, At this time 
her eldest son Lew, Ying-tseon soized hold 
‘of Ho Wan-chang’s clothes and began to 
call out for help; whereupon, Ha Wan- 
ghang not boing able to free himaelFhme- 
diately used the knife, and wounding Lew 
‘Yang-teeen in the neck flung him off upon 
the ground, ‘The second son Lew Keaou- 
‘tse was sitting upon the stove-bed yin 
and Ho Wan-chang again using the knife 
struck him with it and killed him. 

Tho prisoner being brought béfore the 
provincial judge, and repeatedly examined 
as to his ‘crimes, did not ut all deny any 
of the above facts. Now, I find that 
according to law, whoover kills three guilt- 
ess persons in ‘tho same family shall be 
put to death by cutting into pioces ; all his 
property shall be handed over to the rela- 
tives of the murdered persons ; and his 
wife and family shall be banished to the 
distance of 2,000 le, Now, this Ho Wan- 
chang has killed threo unfortunate mem- 
bors of one family, which is a most wicked 
crime, and he ought therefore to suifer the 

unishment ordered by the law ; and I, 
Eaving judged him for his offence, ‘now 
pray for a warrant for his execution, and 
that your Majeaty will command the Grim-

8th.—An edict has been issued in refe- 
renco to a petition lately presented to the 
Emperor by the Censor Yuen Fang-ching, 
complaining of the conduct of certain off- 
gials. The former Taon-ine of Le-ning-foo 
in the provinco of Kan-suh, named Shoo 
Che-han was accused of preventing an at- 
tack upon the rebels in consequence of 








having received a heavy bribe from them. 
Also, Seaou Taou-yuen, an officer in com- 
mand of a Cantonment, was accused of 
being seeretly in league with the rebels. 
His Mojesty ordered Tso Tsung-tang to 
inguire into the matter and to report ; and 
this officer states that the complaint made 
against Shoo Che-han, of having received 
abribe frpm the rebels to become their 
accomplice, has no foundation in fact. This 
officer while at the quarters of the Show- 
pei did however extort presents from seve- 
ral officers. Also, the recent acting Che- 
héen of Tsing-yuen named Kin-ling made 
him a present of somo Taels in order to 
hush up a case in which the Che-héen had 
given an erroneous judgment. There is 
no doubt whatever that ‘the said Taou-tae 
did exact presents on his birthdays, but 
the amount which he thus received in pre- 
sents it is impossible to ascertain. Since 
this oficial has thus been proved guilty of 
the meanness of receiving bribes, His 
‘Majesty commands that he bo degraded 
from office, and return to his native place, 
never again to be employed in the public 
purvice,” Am allial haw boom ordered to 
see that this Taou-tac is expelled at onco 
from office and not suffered to remain at 
his post on any pretence whatever, as a 
warning to officers addicted to. mean prac- 
tices. “As there is no evidence whatever 
against Seaou Taou-yuen, the accusation 
against him being proved to be untrue, no 
further proceedings are to be taken in his 
case. 

March 8th. —Yih-yung-tsae-yaon informs 
the Emperor of the arrest of the rebel 
leader Wang-sze-ta-taou and another. The 
entire band of these robbers consisted of 
more than 200 bandits, and they havealready 
been pursued and scattered by the Mongol 
troops; the leading bandits, Wang-sze-ta- 
taou and another being made prisoners. 
‘The petitioner begs that, in accordance with 
the laws respecting robbers, murderers, 
incendiaries, and those who band together 
to the number of 100 and upwards, the 
Imperial warrant may be issued subsequent 
to the trial, and both Wang-sze-ta-taou 
and his companion may be beheaded in the 
public market place, and their heads placed 
‘on bamboo poles, to be exposed upon the 
highway as a warning to others, As the 
officer. who arrested these rebels, cannot be 
asserted to be devoid of a certain degree 
of merit, the petitioner prays that he maj 
be rewarded. His Majesty grants tho peti- 
tion. 

(2) A petition was recently presented to 
the Emperor to the effect that a General of 
Chang-chow-chin, in the province of Fuh- 
kéen was unfit to discharge the duties of 
his post. His Majesty, however, ordered 
Le Gé-néen to inquire into the matter, 
and that official reports that the General’s 
abilities are good ; that he is young and 








vigorous ; and that he his quite capable of | regard. 


commanding his troops. He is therefore 
ordered to remain at his post, 

10th.—Tho Board of Rites petitions the 
Emperor to prohibit the killing of animals 
for food on the 16th day of the second 
moon (March 13th—in consequence of the 
want of rain). This Board also informs 
His Majesty that the 26th (March 24th) is 
one of the dread days of mourning for the 
dead. 

(2) Tsung-tae, a member of the Imperial 
Household, and others are promoted to the 
fifth rank, and honorable mention is made 
of the Taou-tae Le K*hen-hing and others 
for their services to the State. 

(8) His Majesty commands that the pro- 
perty of two Che-héens who have appro- 
priated money from tho District treasury 
for their own use, shall be seized, in order 
to make up the deficiency, and to maintain 
the importance of upright conduct with 
regard to the expenditure of the public 
fonds. 

(4) I, the Censor Woo Hung-gan, kneel 
and petition, presenting my ideas, which 
resemble coarse grass, on six points which 











T consider worthy of your Maj 
tion on Your accession to the throne 
First. Your Majesty should regulate 
your conduct by the example of your An- 
cestors. The Emperor is the pattern which 
all the officers and the myriads of the peo- 
le must follow in their conduct. If the 
‘mperor’s example be according to recti- 
tude, then He is not under the necessity 
of issuing any commands; the model 
which Ho presents is suflicient to ensuzo 
obedience. If on the contrary His exam- 
ple is not according to rectitude ; then, 
although He may issue orders for ever, 
yet no one will think of obeying them, 
Thus self-culture is the first’ and most 
important duty of an Emperor, 
econdly. An Emperor should employ 
wise counsellors to assist Him in the Go- 
vernment. In ancient times Yih warned 
the Emperor Yu, that in the employment 
of wise counsellors He should not harbour 
any distrust towards them in his mind. 
Confucius also told Duke Gae, that if he 
respected the wise, he would never be in 
doubt as to his own duty. A kingdom 
must be governed by the wis, and there- 
fore your Majesty in taking upon yourself 
the government of this Empire, should, in 
the first place, gather around’ you those 
who have a reputation for wisdom, 

Thirdly. Your Majesty should weigh 
well the capabilities of those officials whom 
You employ in tho public service. If all 
who are 80 employed be well chosen, thon, 
whatever may be tending to decay will 
again commence to flourish; but if not, 
then everything will fall to ruin, It is 
therefore highly’ important that this rule 
should be observed. 

Fourthly. Your Majesty should love 
your people, and thus strengthen tho v 
Foundation of Your Government. For, 
have heard it said that the people of a 
country resemble tho animating principle 
in man ; and heneo, they should. bo loved 
by the Sovereign as a man loves his li 

Fifthly. Your Majesty must distinguish 
between truo and falao statements, m; 
petitions, and draw your own conclusions 
accordingly. 

Sicthly. Your Majesty must perform 
every duty thoroughly, in ordor to secure 
good results. Of all evils under Heaven, 
the worst is, to have a mere reputation 
without possessing the reality. Henco, 
whoever performs. his duty scrupulously 
may be assured that good results will follow. 

‘These six duties are all important, and L 
therefore implore your Majesty carefully 
to attend to each. ‘Ihave drawn them up 
solely in obedience to your Majesty's com- 
man’

1dth.—An Edict has boon issued with 
to a petition presented to the Em- 
poror by Too-kea-urh, on behalf of certain 
officers who have successfully guarded the 
North-west frontier against the attacks of 
the rebels. ‘The petition was accompanied 
by a list of tho names of thoso officers who 
distinguished themselves most. His Ma- 
jesty grants tho petition, and refers the 
matter to the proper Boar, 

1th. Tih ying tol-kil-twan | potitons 
in reference to the eapturo of certain re- 
bels who escaped arrest hitherto, and lay 
for some time in concealment, 

On a former occasion a number of es- 
caped rebels were arrested, and being 
brought to trial were condemned. The 
petitioner has alroady informed His Ma- 
ssty of this fact, and the case is now on 
record. ‘Tho band of rebels to which the 
present petition refers has been assembled 
together for years, and tho bandits have 
been in tho habit of suddenly appeatin; 
and disappearing in varions places an 
causing disturbance. During the winter 
season orders were given to the proper 
officials, that vigorous measures should 
be taken for the arrest of theso bandits, 
and ‘that no moroy whatever should bo 
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shown. towards them. Subsequent to 
this ‘order information was received 
from the T‘hung-che named Hoo-lan and 
from the ‘TTso-ling named Fuh-urh- 
kwd-chun that they sent an officer to 
arrest the rebels. Three rebels who were 
seized, confessed on examination that they 
belonged to the followers of a rebel chief 
named Wang Téen-ying. While these 
three prisoners were going under escort to 
the Magistrate’s office, one of them named 
Ma-chin was seized with severe illness and 
died, and the remaining two were then 
sent forward to be tried for their offence. 
Orders. were then issued to the proper 
authority to investigate the matter minute- 
ly. It appears that the two prisoners and 
their decased companion were always 
addicted to evil practices, and usually 
Spent their time in gambling and chess- 
playing. In the 10th month of the 10th 
year of the present reign, they fell into 
the company of two of the rebel chiefs, 
and of their own accord joined the bandits. 
Each man was mounted and armed, and 
there were more than 60 men belonging to 
the band whose names were unknown to 
the prisoners. The rebels went about 
everywhere seeking for plunder, and 
rifled the house of one Chang Kwang-fih 
against whom they entertained a grudge. 
While on the latter expedition they 
in with an officer sent to arrest rebel 
wwith soldiers and police runners under 
his command; whereupon the — two 
rebel chiefs, Wang Téen-ying and Le 
Wan-yin, leading on their bands to the 
attack, killed the officer and five men 
under his command. They then set 
fire to the houses around, and flung the 
dead bodies into the flames, after which 
‘they retreated in a body to Tsing-shau- 
paot. ‘The three prisoners, however, 
ing upon some plunder, left the banditti at 
this time, and hid themselves in various 
localities 

In the 7th month of tho past year these 
three bandits joined another company of 
rebels who have all been since executed, 
and with them, plundered all those against 
whom they had any grudge. But hearing 
at this time of the arrest of one of their 
companions, the three absconded and hid 
themselves; and after a time were thém- 
selves arrested, They were at once rigo- 
rously examined and made a full confes- 
sion of their guilt. All the circumstances 
ready detailed are strictly correct, and 
the wickedness of these rebels has been 
great in the extreme. The petitioner 
pe that the two surviving priso 
ye put to death and their heads exposed 
onthe highway. His Majesty replies that 
the Board of Punishments is informed of 
the case.

At the end of the year 
their accounts had showed a very favour- 
able balance—Tls, 132,092—and ‘they had 
hoped to be able to divide a good sum, 
Desides carrying something to Reserve ; 
but they had had heavy losses during the 
first three months of this year, and had 
already paid Tis. 90,707 besides claims to

the amount of Tis. 58,000 which were 
still outstanding. They all knew that the 
year had been a very disastrous one, not 
only in China; in England and America, 
also, commercial papers had recorded loss 
after loss. Other local offices had suffered 
as much as they had. This would prove to 
the shareholders that it was owing to no 
laxity on the part of the Directors or the 
Agents of the Company. 

ey hoped this year would be a better 
one. ‘It had begun better, as they had 
thus far only heard of losses to the amount 
of Tis. 4,000, and with the complete tele- 
graphic ‘system that now existed, there 
could hardly have happened a large loss 
without their knowing it. The Directors 
looked to salvage of the treasure from the 
Sedan, to make up the balance for the year. 
‘The recovery of this treasure had been un- 
dertaken on favourable terms by the 
Danish steamer Orsted; she would com- 
mence operations with the first fine wea- 
ther, aud if she was successful the sum 
recovered would leave a balance to meet 
any other possible small loss that might 
cour. 

‘The Company was now at the end of the 
third year of its working ; nominally the 
third year at least, for it had only been 
really working two years and nine month: 
During this period it had netted pre 
amounting to T's. 692,000 besides receiving 
about Tis. 56,000 as’ interest for its capital 
from the Banks. it had paid away ‘Tis. 
471,000 in losses, besides Ms, 25,000. on 
account of proliminary expenditure. If it 
had been a triennial Company, therefore, 
it would have now had a sum of Tle, 
160,000 to divide, notwithstanding its heavy 
losses ; s0 they could uot complain of the 
result. One thing the Directors 
have had to record, worse than heay; 
would have been a falling off in bus 
But their business liad steadily increased ; 
and they had got a great deal of experience 
during the time. All the Agencies were 
working well together with the head office 
in the interests of the Company ; and with 
the continued cv-operation of the share- 
holders and moderate Inck, they would no 
donbt have a fair sum to divide at the ond 
of the current year. Tie Directors would 
now be ylad to answer any question that 
might, be asked.

It might be assumed that 
the business had been unsatisfactory from 
the small returns to contributors, but this 
was not attributable to avy want of pre- 
caution on the part of the Board. ‘The 
shareholders all knew how disastrous 
Marine Insurances had been throughout 
the year, and the directors had taken 
nothing but first class risks, as would 
n from the fact that t irds of the 
risks were on steamers alone. Notwith- 
standing ull loss, there had been §54,000 
profit, mad of the $36,000 interest and 
18,000 for disposal. ‘his did not show 
badly as compared with other institutions 
of the same nature, and the Directors 
trusted, with the support of the share- 
holders and better luck, they would be 
able to present a far better statement 
about this time next year. 

‘Report. 

It will be seen from the annexed accounts 
that an amount of $346,270.20 has been re- 
ceived in premia, which is a satisfactory in- 
crease over the earnings of the previous termn. 




































‘Whe total receipts from all sources amount to 
$370,751.22, including a surplus from the pre- 
vious year of $5,491.98, this being a partion of 





the suin then carried forward to meet out- 
standing claims which have since been liqui- 
dated. 

‘The losses curing the year have been excep- 
tionally severe, and have rendered the result 
of the term less favorable than might have 
been expected. The sum of $187,639.24 has 
already been paid upon adjusted claims, and 
adequate provision has been made forall claims 
pending upon known casualties, in the further 
Tun of $37,105.08 which inelues the premia 
‘upon unexpired risks, ‘The losses have been 
upon first class risks, and it is reasonable to 
hope that a similar ‘concurrence of disasters 
will not soon again transpire. 

‘The usual interest upon the capital, amount- 
ing to $86,000, has been punctually paid, and 
after provision for losses, as stated, and’ pay- 
iment of the working expenses of the office, 




















agents’ commissions, re-insurances, return 
premia, and writing off one-third of the amount 
at debit of pre expenses, their re- 
mnaing a net profit of $18,000, available for 
appropriation. Under the new clases of the 
Articles of Association, one-third of this must 
be placed at credit of the reserve fund, 
creasing it to $21,000. The remainder will 
be distributed as a bonus to contributors. 

On the 23rd Marcb, 1872, an Extraordinary 

General Mecting of Shareholders was con- 
vened, to consider certain proposed alterations 
in the Constitution, with respect to the dis- 
tribution of profits, which were duly passed 
and confirmed at a subsequent meeting held 
April 13th.

‘the Company's Capital and Surplus Funds, 
Which are deposited in Banks at satisfactory 
rates of interest. The special Funds remitted 
to London have been invested in Government 
Securities. 

‘The following changes have been made in 
the Direction : Mr. H. Melchers, Mr. D. L. 
Hunter and Mr. . A. Hitchock have retired 
in view of their departure from the Colony, 
and Mr. J. McDouall, Mr, A. André, Mr. H 
S. Geary, and Mr. J. F. Seaman, (the latter 
‘ad interim) were duly elected in their stead, 
and these changes require confirmation. 

The Cuarnman then proposed that the 
accounts and report be accepted and 
passed. This was seconded by Mr. Bur- 
Tows, and passed unauimously. 

‘The appointment of Messrs. J. McDouall, 
A, André, and H. 8. Geary, on the board 
of directors was confirmed, and Messrs. 
Nicaise and Mclver were unanimously 
appointed auditors. 

‘The Carman mentioned that the busi- 
ness for the present year had been in the 
same ratio as last year, and that with the 
exception of one amount of $4,000, there 
had as yet been no less, 

In reply to a shareholder, the Chairman 
stated that the amount of premia for the 
three months of this year had been between 
$58,000 and $60,000.

NOTES ON LOOCKOO. 
By B.W. Satow, Bag. Read before the Asia- 
tie Society on the S0ih October, 1872, 

Loochoo, called Linkiu by the Chinese and 
Riukiu by the Japanese, is the chief island of 
‘a group lying in the North Pacific Ocean, be- 
tween the 24th and 29th parallels of latitude, 
Its name is said to be derived from a fancied 
resemblance to a ‘ lying stretched out,? 
but is not written with the Chinese characters 
which would bear that interpretation. In the 
comiencement of the 14th century it was split 
up into three independent sovereiguties called 
Chiuzan, Sanuan and Samboku, which wero 
renunited under one imonarch about the year 
1430. Since that time it has been divided into 
three provinces, namely, Shimajiri Sei on the 
south, Chiuzan Sei in the centre, and Kunikia 
Sei on the uorth. ‘Te central ‘province con- 
tains the eapital Shiuri and its port Nafa. ‘The 
whole number of subject islands, including 
those on the north which in later times were 
considered as belonging to the Princes of Sat- 
suma, is thirty-six. ‘The simaller ones are ad- 
ministered by a single Governor, while to 
Taiheizan (or Miyako) Yayeyama and Oshima* 












































* Oshima, Kikai shima, Tokuno shima avd Oki no 
Eran shima were eutirely under the jurisdiction of 





Satsuma. ‘The author of the Chinzankokn Shiriakw 
‘seems to lnve been iguorunt of this fet, BAS, 
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three, and to Bashi, two officials are appointed. 

‘The Japanese manuseript account called 
Riukiu Jiriaku (by Arai Hakuséki) states that 
‘the first intercourse between Japan and Loo- 
choo took place in the year 1441, under the 
Emperor Hanazons IT, when certain Loochoo- 
ans brought a present of a thousand strings of 
cash to Ashikaga Yoshimasa, the ruling 
Shogun. In those days very ‘little copper 
money was coined in Japan, and the greater 
part of the currency consisted of Yunglo 
(Yeiraku in Japan) purchased from China 
shipments of yold-dust ; so that the offering 
was no doubt hhighly acceptable. From this 
time onwards the Loochooans frequently traded 
to Hoyo, and we find mention made of another 
embassy, in the yeur 1580, during the supre- 
niacy of Hidéyoshi, or, as Europeans usually 
style him, Taiko sama.” ‘The relations between 
Loochoo ‘and the province of Satsuma were 
always of a most friendly character, and ves- 
sels came acnually to Kagoshima laden with 
prosents. But about the begiuning of the 
V7th century a Loochooan Minister named 
Jana, who was desirous of getting into favour 
with’ the Ming dynasty, at that time still rulers 
of China, persuaded the King to stop all com- 
munication with Japan. ‘Ihe prince of Sat- 
suma, Shimadzu Iyehisa, who Lore the title 
of Mutsu no kami, despatched a messenger to 
demand an explanation, but Jana treated the 
envoy with such disrespect that Iyehisa’s 
anger was aronsed, and he started for Sumpu 
(the modern Shidzwoka) where Iyeyasu was 
then enjoying the sweets of retirement after 
having subdued all his enemies, to obtain per- 
mission to use force in bringing the Looehooan 
King to his senses. Full power having been 
granted to him to take whatever measures he 
might judge necessary, he proceeded on his 
expedition in the month of March 1609, with 
a large fleet of war-junks. ‘The bravery dis- 
played by his troops was such that iu a few 
months time they took the capital by assault, 
‘and making the king prisoner, returned in 
triumph to Kagoshie, where the unfortunate 
monarch had to undergo a confinement of three 

‘ears’ duration as an expiation for his offence. 
Teappears from the aunals that the Chinese 
@id not discover all this until. after the king 
return, so that they were unable to assist their 
vassal, 

From this date the kingdom of Loochoo 
became subject to the princes of Satsuma, the 
Shoguns not caring, or perhaps not veuturing, 
to interfore with the conquest made by Lyé- 
hisa, The only marks of homage which were 
required by the House of Tokugawa from the 
kings, wore a submission ‘to re-investiture 
upon the accession of a new Shogun, conveyed 
through the medium of the prince of Sat- 
suma, and the despatch of embassies to Yedo 
to return thanks on the succession of each 
Loochooan Sovereign. Wo find from the 
chronological tables entitled Shinsen Némpio 
that fifteen embassies, mostly understaken for 
‘that purpose, came to the Shogun’s capital, 
beginning with the year 1611 and ending with 
1890. Considering the proximity of Loochoo 
to China, it is no cause for surprise that inves- 
«ure should also have been received from the 
Court of Poking. Full descriptions of this 
coremony are to be found in the Riukiu Koku- 
shi riaku (Liukiu. Kuoshiliao) a Chinese work 
roprinted in Japan, 

ery little appears to be known of the his- 
tory of Loochoo anterior to the 12th century, 
its real annals commence with Shunten, 
who ascended the throne in 1187. Shunten is 
said to have been the son of the famous war- 
rior Tamétom, who, after the dofeat of his 
arty in the civil war of 1156, was exiled to 
ries Island, and fled some years later to 
Loochoo. Shunten was succeeded by'his son 
and grandsou, after whom the throne was 
‘ocoupied by descondants of the ancient Sover- 
cigns durig five generations. The son of the 
last being, child only five years old, the 
people set him aside, and elected the Governor 
of Urasoyé, named Satto, to be their King. 
From him ‘is descended in a direct line the 
present Sovereign Shdtai, who is the 34th 
singe Shunten, 

The climate of Loochoo, as we should 
expect from its position, is very warm. Tce 
is never seon, and snow falls but rarely. 
‘The vegetation is green throughout the 
year, aud resembles for the most part that 
‘of the south of China. Of rice six kinds 
are produced, of barley and wheat three, and 
six sorts of beans. The sweet potato is culti- 
Yated in large quantities, through not indigen- 
ous, and forms one half of the sustenance of 










































the people. Each household possesses a num- 
er of plautain trees, from the fibres of which 
the women weave the only cloth made in the 
island. It is worn by both sexes throughout 
She year. Both the cotton and tea plants are 
cultivates it apparently to no it extent. 
Th snenc cane grows ‘realy. “The vegetables 
are cof unlimited variety, including every 
kind of gourd and melon. Most of the trees 
known in Japan and several species peonliar 
to China are successfully reared. ‘he do- 
mestic animals are the cow, horse, sheep, 
pigs eat and dog and amongst wild ‘animals 
the deer, ay wild-boar are mentioned, but 
no beasts of prey exist in the islands. The 
natives keep domestic fowls, ducks and geese, 
and the game consists of wild pigeons of ‘vari- 
ous sorts, quail, pheasants and mandarin-ducks. 
‘The swallow makes its vi the month of 
‘August, and the hawk is blown over from the 
outlying inlands by the northeast wind in 
October. Wild-; are sometimes seen, but 
storks rarely. Of fish they have the shark, 
ordinary carp, perch, eel, mackerel and golden, 
carp, besides prawns. 

‘lie houses of the Loochooans are built in 
Japanese fashion, with the floor raised three 
or four feet from'the ground, and have mostly 
ly one story, on account of the violent 
inds which prevail. ‘They are roofed with 
tiles of a Chinese fashion very strong and 
thick. ‘The buildings in which they store 
their rice are built of wood and thatched with 
straw, They are supported on wooden posts 
about five feet high, and resemble the gran- 
aries of the Ainos, though constructed with 
auch greater care. 

‘According to Japanese accounts the natives 
of these islands are of a calm and reflect 
temperament, not given to losing their pre- 

‘of mind even on the most trying occa- 
mus, They observe the precepts of Confucius 
aud are extremely courteous in their demean- 
our towards others. Conservative in their 
opinions, they also adore the nat goods, 

ch value do they attach to a polished 
behaviour that they style their native and 
“the country which observes propriety,’ and 
illars inscribed with this appellation in 
Eninese characters stand at the corners of the 
streets in Shiuri. It may bo as well to ob- 
serve in passing, that the name given to the 
tropolis of Loochoo means simply ‘chief 
according to the practice which also 
‘ins in China and J; , where we find 
and Peking on the one hand, Kidto 
and Tokei (or TOki0) on the other. 

‘The customs of the jooans seem to be, 
in the main, derived from China, as jwe find. 
is also the case in Japan, and it is not impro- 
able that, while many changes have taken 
place in the two latter countries, the Loochoo- 
fins have preserved those customs unaltered. 
‘The following. detai re taken from a Jay 
nese named Tomioka Shiuko, who compiled 
‘a short notice of these islands entitled « Chiu- 
san-koku Shiriaku,” or “Short account of the 
Loochooan Embassy,” some twenty years ago 
on the last occasion + whon an embassy visit 
Yedo. 

‘The Sovereign wears a cap called ben, made 
according to a pattern worn in the time of the 

fing dynasty. It is of black gauze, and con- 
sists of a spherical piece which sits close to 
‘the head, with a low crown rising above it. 
‘On each ‘side rises a long piece of ganze (not 
unlike asses’ ears). The head-covering used 
by the nobles, looks rather like a dried-up 
turban, and originally consisted of along poe 
of cloth wound round the top of the head. At 
present it is formed of sheets of pay 
together, covered with silk damas 
lapping layers, seven in front and twelve be- 
hind, and the rank of the wearer is indicated 
by the colour. ‘The dress universally worn is 
a loose gown, descending to the feet, with 
sleeves reaching to the tips of the fingers. 
Under this is worn a short garment of sil 
fine hemy cloth. Round the loins is wound 
2 girdle fourteen or fifteen feet in length and 
six or seven inches in width. The stuff of 
both gown and girdle varies, of course, ac- 
cording to the rank of the wearer, the nobles 
indulging themselves in rich silks and. brocades 
for these purposes, which are imported from 
China. These parts of their dress have 
dently been borrowed from China, but their 
socks, straw sandals and wooden clogs are of 
the forms usual in Japan. .

Knot on the top of the head, passing a pin 
through it, sometimes more than a foot in 
ength. ‘The best are made of gold through- 
out, the next best silver with a golden top, 
the commonest of copper.

‘The central part of the top of the head is 
shaven, and two short pins are substituted 
for the long one previously worn, one of which 
is ornamented with an ‘artificial narcissus- 
flower, while the other las the form of an 
car-pick. ‘This practice of shaving part of the 
hair dates back only two centuries, and is pro- 
bably a mark of Tartar influence. At the 
age of four-and-twenty the men grow their 
moustachios, and their beards six years latter. 

The study’ of Chinese literature is based on 
the commentaries of Kuotzu, a learned scholar 
of modern times. Medicine is studied both in 
China and at Kagoshima, and no one is allow- 
ed to carry the medicine-case (inré), which is 
the distinguishing mark of a physician, if he 
has had only a native doctor for 
A few Loochooans endeavour to 

aphy of the old Chinese inscriptions, and 
read the classics according to the modern Chi- 
nese pronunciation, but the majority learn to 
write the Japanese hiragana, and copy the 
handwriting of the caligraphist hashi and 
Tamaki. Instead of reading Chinese straight 
down the page, they construe it backwards 
and forwards into their own language like the 
Japanese, In the pictorial art they have copied 
doth the Chinese and the Japanese, but, they 
have also a school of native growth, ‘Theit 
music is that of the last two Chinese dynastic 
and is performed on instruments of Chi 
form. In the arts of arranging flowers in 
vases and of making tea, both of which re- 
aire many years of practice they follow the, 

Japanese style, and they play such gaines as 
‘go or draughts according to Japanese rule: 

As regards more manly ‘aesomplishnients 
they are expert archers on horseback and good. 
marksmen with the matchlock. ‘Their skill in 
boxing is such that a well-trained fighter ean 
smash a large earthen water-jar, or kill a man 
with a single blow of his fist. 

‘The men spend their lives away from home, 
and despise all other than oficial oeoupatious, 
while te women remain within doors and keep 
house. Girls begin to learn their. duties, whic 
consist in spinning and weaving cotton, hemp 
and silk, at the age of four or five, and aro 
married at fourteen or fifteen, In the higher 
classes valuable presents aro wade on these 
‘occasions, but the common people are not ex- 
peoted to go to greater expense than a bag of: 
ico and two strings of cash. Formerly, when’ 
a male child was born, his hair was allowed to 

row naturally, but in more modern times it 

‘as become the custom to shave the head until 
the second or third year. ‘The female children 
aro tattooed ou the arms, from the fingers up 
to the elbows, with small black dots. ‘Their | 
under-clothing -is longer than that worn by 
boys, while the upper garment, which 
shorter, is turned up outside, Though they 
‘wear no girdles, the wind cannot disarrange 
their dress, because they keop the opening of 
the gown closed with the hand as they walk 
along. Married women are seldom allowed 
to see any men but their husbands, with the 
exception, perhaps, of very intimate friends, 
and even then they maynot converse. Ifa 
visitor calls when the husband happens to be 
from home, no matter how excellent the terms 
of intercourse may usually be, he is not allow- 
ed to come inside the door. ‘hese precautions 
are adopted in order to prevent suspicions of 
unfaithfulness from being excited. In tho 
market places throughout the country only 
omen are to be seen exchanging their wares,

follows from this that they have no one to 
carry home their purchases for them, and they 
have to do this themeelves, supporting ‘the 
‘burden on a bundle of straw placed on the top 
of the head. The wives of the better classes 
go to market in the same way as the poorer 
Svomen, from, whom they are distinguished by 
a piece of cloth a foot long carried in the hand. 

formerly, when a Loochooan died, he was 
provisionally buried for three years, ‘until his 
corpse decomposed so far as to leave only the 
bones. These were taken out of the coffin, 
washed clean in a kind of sak called awamori 
and being placed in a small vase, were de- 
posited in the tomb. The tombs ‘are small- 
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holes excavated in hill-sides, just large enough 
to admit the vase, and the entrances are closed 
with wooden doors or slabs of stone. It seems, 
however, that at the present time the ordinary 
Japanese method of burying the corpse at 
‘once is followed, the ceremony being con- 
ducted by Buddhist priests. 

‘A man’s tomb is decorated with a piece of 
white cloth and a hat, and a pole is stuck in 
the ground close by on which are bung his 
straw sandals and wooden clogs. On awoman’s 
grave they place a palm leaf fan, fresh leaves 
FF no wassd and a iece of white cloth 

‘There were formerly three classes of persons 
who shaved their heads and wore the. skull 
cap called hemp, namely, the physicians, the 
king’s servants, and his gardeners, but at the 
present time the Buddhist priests alone 
Practise this custom. There are only two 
sects of Buddhists, the Shingon shiv and 
Rinzui shui, both of which also exist in Japan. 
‘Phe Chinese Government does not allow 
chooans to study theology within its domi- 
nions, and they are therefore compelled to 
through the usual course at Kagoshima. Up 
to the beginning of the 18th century they 
were in the habit of making pilgrimages 
through Japan, but by a subsequent law they 
are prohibited from extending their peregri- 
nations beyond the boundaries of the province 
of Satsuma, 

‘The language spoken by the Loochooans, so 
far as I can judge a present, from a voeabu- 
lary which Dr, Willis has kindly seut to me 
from Kagoshima, appears to differ very little 
from Japanese. ‘Ono or two of the leads of 
the embassy now in Yedo, with whom I had 
an opportunity of conversing a few days ago, 

ke Japanese with perfect correctness. It 
‘is also stated that the higher officials are ac- 
quainted with the Court dialects of China, It 
would not be a hazardous. conjecture to sup- 
pose that the Satsuma dialect of Japanese, 
which contains several words unknown in 
other parts of this country, is closely allied to 
the Loochooan tongue. ‘This is, however, a 
subject which should be treated separately. 

Twill conclude with a free translations of 
the last page of the ‘Short Account,’ which, 
it must be remembered, was written in 1850, 
while the Tokugawa dynasty still flourished.

OFFICIAL CORRESPONDENCE ON THE CEN- 
‘TRAL ASIAN QUESTION. 
‘The official correspondence with Russia res- 
pectiss Central Asia has n laid before 
rarliament. The correspondence consists of 
five despatches and two enclosures, ‘The 
first despatch, dated Oct. 17, 1872, is from 
Earl Granville to Lord Loftus, and it states 
that Her Majesty’s Government had not re- 
crived from the Cabinet of St. Petersburg the 
ort which General Kaufmann had long 
before been instructed to draw up on the 
countries south of the Oxus, which are clai 
ed by the ruler of Afghanistan as his heredi. 
tary possessions, With a view to the main- 
tenance of peace and tranquillity in Central 
Asia, and to remove all causes of misunder- 
standing between the two Governments on a 
question which had been so long under dis- 
cussion, Earl Granville therefore makes 
known the conclusions at which Her Majes- 
ty's Government has arrived, after carefully 
weighing all the evidenoe before them. These 
conclusions aro thus stated :— 

“Tn the opinion then of Her Majesty’s 
Government, the right of the Ameer of Cabul 
(Shere Ali) to the possession of the territories 
up tothe Oxus as far down as Khoja Saleh 
































is fully established, and they believe, and 
have so stated to him through the Indian Gov- 
ernment, that he would have a right to 
defend these territories if invaded. the 
other hand, Her Majesty's authorities in 
India have declared ir determination to 
remonstrate strongly with the Ameer should 
he evince any disposition to overstep these 
limits of his ‘Kingdom. Hitherto the Ameer 
has proved most amenable to the advice offer- 
ed to him by the Indian Government, and 
has cordially accepted the peaceful policy 
which they Rave recommended him to adopt, 
because the Indian Government have been able 
to accompany their advice with an assurance 
that the territorial integrity of Afghanistan 
would in like manner be respected by those 
Powers beyond his frontiers which are amen- 
able to the influence of Russia. The policy 
thus happily inaugurated has produced the 
most beneficial results in the establishment 
of peace in the countries where it has long 
been unknown, Her Majesty's Government 
believe that it is now in the power of the 
Russian Government, by an explicit recogni 
tion of the right of the Ameer of Cab 
these territories which he now claims, whi 
Bokhara herself admits to be his, and which 
all evidence as yet produced shows to be in his 
actual and effectual possession, to assist the 
British Government in perpetuating, as far as 
it is in human power to do so, the peace and 
rosperity of those regions, and in removing 
Krever by such means all causes of uncast 
ness and jealousy between England and 
Russia in regard to their respective policies in 
‘Asia, For your Excellency's more’ complete 
information, I state the territories and

"Tt tates 
that General Kaufmann, ‘owing to various 
difficulties, had been unable to carry out his 
investigation as speedily as the Russian, no 
less than the British, Government desired. 
‘This investigation has now been made, and 
the conclusions drawn from it by the Russian 
Government are thus stated :— 

‘The question to be settled had two sides— 
1, To ascertain the real state of ‘ion at 
this moment, so far as it is possible to prove 
it in those countries. 2 Starting from this 
slotus quo 28 a basis, to seek for a line of 
demarcation, to be traced, which will best 
answer the object of the present negotiations ; 
that is to remove as far as possible all cause 
of conflict or mutual encroachment between 
the neighbouring Khanates, and consequently 
assure, as far as can be done, the state of 
peace which hencefurward the two Govern- 
ments should respectively use all their in- 
fluence to cause to be respected. Looking at 
the question from these two points of view, 
its study led to the following conclusions -— 
1. That to the north the Amon Daria forms, 
in fact, the proper frontier of Afghanistan, 
from its confluence with the Kouktcha, as far 
as the point of Khodja Saleh. Sofar our data 
confirm the opinion of the Government of Her 
Britannic Majesty, and the frontier in ques- 
tion seems the more reasonable that it can 
give rise to no disputes on the part of the 
inhabitants of the banks of the Amou Daria. 
2. To the north-east, the data we have 
collected give the confluence of that river with 
the Koulttcha as the limit of the districts over 
which Shere Ali Khan excercises actual un- 
disputed sovereignty. Beyond that limit, and 




















ly with regard to Badakshan and 
‘akhan, it has been impossible to find any 
traces of such a sovereignty ; on the contrary, 
all our ‘information upon’ the subject goes to 
prove that these districts should be regarded 
as independent. 

Under these circumstances, the opinion of 
General Kaufmann and the Russian Cabinet 
‘was that it would not be advisable to recog- 
nise the rights claimed by the Amecr of 
Cabul over Badakshan and. Wakhan, and to 
recognise those two countries as within tho 
territorial limits of Afghanistan. ‘The des- 
patch, however, adds:— 

“If the Government of Her Britannic Maj- 
eaty adheres to its opinion of tho expediency 
of comprising these places in the limits of 
the Afghan territory, we will not insist upon 
the principle from which we started, namely, 
that no districts should be acknowledged a8 
part of Afghanistan but such as had been 
under the rule of Dost Mohammed Khan, and 
were at this moment in actual subjection to 
Shere Ali Khan. In deference to the wish of 
the Government of Her Britannic Majesty, 
tho Imperial Cabinet would bo disposed, as 
far as this portion of the boundary is concern- 
ed, to accept the line Iaid down in Lord Gran- 
ville’s despatch.” 

In the next despatch, dated January 8th, 
1873, from Earl Granville to Lord A. Loftus, 
Count Schouvaloff’s mission is thus referred 
to: 

“ Having received information from your 
Excellency and from Count Brunnow that 
Count Schouvaloff, a statesman enjoying the 
full confidence of the Emperor of Russia, had 
left St. Petersburg for London at the desire 
of His Imperial Majesty, Ihad the pleasure 
of receiving his excellency on the 8th instant, 
He confirmed the fact that it was by the Em- 
poror’s desiro that he sought a personal inter- 
view with me. Ithad caused great surprise 
to His Imperial Majesty to learn from various 
sources that a certain amount of excitement 
and susceptibility had been caused in the 
public mind of this country on account of 

uestions connected with Central Asia. ‘The 

mperor knew of no questions in Central 
Asia which could affect the good understand. 
ing between the two countries, It was true 
that no agreement has been come to as to 
some of the details of the arrangement con 
eluded by Lord Clarendon and Prinee Gort 
chakoff on the basis of Mr. Vorsyth’s recom. 
mendations as to the boundaries of Afghanis. 
tan; but the question ought not to be a cause 
to rufile the good relations between the 
two countries. His Imperial Majesty hiad 
ed to almost everything that we had asked, 
‘There remained only the ‘point regarding, tho 
provinces of Badakshan and Wakhan, ‘Thero 
might be arguments used respectively by tho 
departments of each Government, but tho 
Emperor was of opinion that such a question 
should not be a cause of difference betweou 
the two counties and His Imperial Majesty 
was determined that it should not be eo, He 
was the more inclined to carry out this deter. 
mination in consequence of His Majesty's 
belief in the conciliatory policy of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Government. Count Schouvaloff ad- 
ded, on his own part, that he had every 
reason to believe, if it ‘were desired by Hor 
Majesty's Government, the agreement might 
be arrived at at a very early period. With 
regard to the expedition to Khiva, it was truo 
that it was decided upon for next spring. To 
give an idea of its character it was sufficient 
‘to say that it would consist of four and a half 
battalions. Its object was to punish acts of 
brigandage, to recover fifty Russian prisoners, 
aud to teach the Khan that such conduct on 
his part could not be continued with the im- 
unity in whick the moderation of Russia 
Pad fed ‘him to beliove. Not ouly was it 
far from the intention of the Emperor to take 
jossession of Khiva, but positive orders had 
een pre} to prevent it, and directions 
given that the conditions imposed should be 
such as contd not in any way lad toa 
rolonged vecupancy of Khiva. Count 
Kchouvalof repeated. the surprise which the 
Emperor, entertaining such sentiments, felt 
fat the uneasiness which it was said existed in 
England on the subject, and he gave n 
decided assurance that I might gi 
assurances to Parliament on this matt 
With regard to the uneasiness which might 
exist in Evgland on the subject of Central 
Asis, I could uot deny the fact to Count 
Schouvaloff ; the people of this country were 
decidedly in favour of peace, but a great 
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fealousy existed an to anything which rally 
affect Ese bonoar ead saeeet as they 
were particularly alive to anything affecting 
India; that the p: of Russia in Asia 
had been considerable, and sometimes as it 
would appear, like England in India, and 
France in ‘more so than was desired 
by the Central Governments ; that the Cla- 
rendon and Gortchakoff arrangement, appar 
ently ble to both Governments, 
met with great delay asto its final settlement ; 
that it was with the object of coming toa 
settlement satisfactory to both countries, 
and in a friendly and conciliatory spirit, that 
I had addressed to your Excellency the 
despatch of the 17th’ October. The only 
joint of difference which now remained, a3 
sunt Schouvaloff had pointed out, concerned 
Badakshanand Wakhan. In our opinion histor- 
ical factsproved that these countries wereunder 
the domination of the Sovereign of Cabul, and 
we have acknowledged as much in public 
Aocuments ; that, with regard to the expedi- 
tion to Khiva, Count Schouvaloff was aware 
that Lord Northbrook had given the strongest 
advice to the Khan to comply with the rea- 
sonable demands of the Emperor, and if the 
expedition were undertaken and carried out 
with the object and within the limits des- 
cribed by Count Schouvaloff, it would meet 
with mo remonstrance from Her Majesty's 
Government, but it would undoubtedly excite 
gabe bea rang aad oaks the settlement of 
6 bor \istan more important 
for the object which both Governments had 
in view, viz., peace in Central Asia, and good 
relations between the two countric As to 
coming. to a decision at an early date, it ap- 
ae ‘to me desirable, inasmuch as it would 
‘a different aspect if arrived at in the 
spirit with which both Governments were 
aotuated, and not complicated by possible 
‘discussions raised in the British Parliament. 
T concluded by telling Count Schouvaloff that 
I knew the confidence which was placed in

‘The concluding despatch of the series is from 
Prince Gortchakof, and is\dated St. Petersburg, 
January 31.

THE COALFIELDS OF CHINA. 
House of Commons. 

(Feb. 17th.) Mr. Akroyd asked the Under- 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs if his 
attention had been called to the statement 
from competent authorities that the coalfields 
of China cover au area of upwards of 400,00) 
square miles, as contrasted with the com- 
paratively small area of 12,000 square miles 
in Great Britain; if his attention had been 
called to the report of Baron Von Richthofen, 
printed | at Shanghai in 1870 and 1871, respect- 
ing certain coal-bearing provinces,” notably 
that of Shansi, containing some 30,000 square 
miles, with beds varying from 12 ft. to 30 ft. 
in thickness; while the system of coal-bearing 
in this province is 500 ft. in thickness, 
ontsining, besides an inexhaustible supply of 
ison ore (the whole Report being amply set 














forth in the Quarterly Review for April, 1872); 
and whether Her Majesty’s Government, by 
concerted action and in co-operation with the 
Powers who were parties to the Treaty of 
‘Tientsin, would endeavour to negotiate a sup- 
plement ‘to provide for the safe in- 
vestment of British and European capital in 
mining enterprise, and in connecting lines of 
railway under proper safeguards protected by 
the contracting Powers. 

Lord Enfield :—Baron Richthofen’s reports 
on the provinces of Hupeb, Yunan and Shansi 
were sent home by the Consul at Shanghai in 
September, 1870. “There is no reason to doubt 
the correctness of the Baron’s estimates of the 
amount of coal existing in these provinces, 
and they are confirmed by the reports of our 
own Consuls. ‘The Consul at Hankow, in his 
report for 1871, says that most of the steam- 
ers on the Yangtsze take in coal at that port, 
the quality of which has lately much im- 

roved ; it comes from Yunan, where a coal- 
ield more than 30,000 square miles in extent 
exists. The Consular report from Kiukiang 
for 1871, speaking of the coal districts in the

Prisoner pleaded not guilty. 
Hexny Ssnrs, sworn, stated—I am om- 
loyed in a Chinese theatre in the Canton 
Road, On the 18th. March prisoner and two 
quartermasters from the Monocacy came to 
my house between 12 and 1 o'clock. I saw 
Prisoner once before. on board the Monoeacy 
‘e were all up-stairs, and at one o'clock, 
Thad to leave for my employment. The two 
quartermasters went down first, I next, and 
prisoner last. When I was downstairs I heard 
& woman say ‘dont take my earrings.” 
‘There was besides the prisoner upstairs, 
another woman, When prisoner came down 
taira I took no notice of him, We all left 
the house together, prisoner went to the thea- 
tre with me.” About half an hour later, the 
woman came and told me her earrings had 
been stolen. I asked prisoner if he had them 
and he said, “No, they must have been 
knocked down, I'll go aud look.” He went 
for that purpose, and I went after him. When 
we got there, the woman said ‘itis no use 
to look for them, he (the prisoner) has them 
in bis pocket.” I didn’t like to search him in 
the presence of the women, I told him never 
to come to my house again. I was informed 
afterwards that he had the earrings, so [went 
to search for him. On the 28th March I found 
him ina brothel on the Yangkinpang. I 
asked him for the earrings, and he denied 
having taken them. I then hit him. He 
then offered me astud until 
me $3 for the earring Lt 
would pay me the $3, [ would say no more 
about it. I took the’ stuil and gave it over 
to Serjeant Yeoman yesterday. I next saw 

prisoner in the Police station. 
To Prisoner.—There was no one else with 
you when you come downstairs. I threatened 
to pull you out of bed and throw you into the 

































Creek. Itold yon not to chin-chin me. I 
would not have thrown you into the Creek, 
but I would have licked ‘you properly, if I 
had not got some security. 

‘To Court—I heard from a party named 
Murray that he had taken the earrings. He 
(prisoner) told. me he bought the stud from 
Walle Holtz for $8.00. 

‘ANLEEN stated—Prisoner came to my house 
about 12 o'clock. He took away my earrin 
and came back again to look for them. Ho 
came with two friends; after stopping and 
smoking, he suatched a pair of earrings off a 
cupboard and put them in his pocket. I saw 
it myself. [and my sister were in the room, 
1 told him not to take the earrings as they 
were mine. He made no reply, but went 
away. I called out to my master that he had 
fakeu my earrings. I topped upstairs and 
searched, because T could not belicve he had 
taken them, About 4 an hour afterwards he 
came back ‘and looked in my chest and box, 
Hecouldnot find them. I paid $3 for them, 

To prisoner.—You wero laughing, and I 
thought you were joking with them. Iwas 
sitting on a box by the stove. 

To the Court.—The carings were on tho 
le of the dressing case close 
le. Icould see them from 
where I was sitting. Before prisoner snatch- 
69, there was a pair of earrings on the box, 
and afterwards they were gone, I last saw 
them when I was’ going to comb my hi 
‘This was a short time before, almost im 
diately. I dont leave my things knocking 
about carelessly. 

AxNEE stated—I am a sister of Ableen, I 
know the prisoner. He came to the house, 
and sat for some time. When ho was going 
to leave, I told him not to take the earring 
away ; he laughed. When he came iuto the 
house, the earrings were there, 

‘His Woxsmr then asked’ prisoner if he 
wished him to dispose of the caso ; prisoner 
so desiring, ! His Worship said it’ was then 
necessary for prisoner to plead guilty, This 
prisoner refused to do; he could not plead 
guilty when he was innocent,

jood, and yet it did not ery. She examined 
it with a light, and found that its two eyes 
had been scooped out by somebody with a 
knife. She was alarmed and called together 
her neighbours, who thronged to see. ‘They 
were all horror-stricken and could not imagine 
how it had come about. As to whether the 
child died or survived, the letter does not say, 
but the chances of evil are greater than good.

‘Tae P.M. S.Co’s steamer Oregonian arrived from Japan on the 5th instant. She brought dates from San Francisco 
to 28th February last; and the London mail of 21st February was recoived this morning per P. & O. str.

‘Telegrams from London extend to 4th instant. The Cotton, Piece Goods, and Metal Markets and quotations 
were the same as stated in last report. 
‘The Sir Launcelot from London, ané steamers Atalanta, from Hamburg, and Patroclus, from Liverpool, have arrived. 








PIECE GOODS.—As the market closed on 2nd instant, the date of last report, Grey Shirtings of the lighter weights were 
‘showing symptoms of improvement. Holders were demanding higher rates, and buyers were slowly, although most reluctantly 
ponding” "Sellers, however, contented themaclves with a very alight advance, the price for S{-1b. Collies Lion having beet 
fixed by sales on 4th instant at Tis. 1.95 per piece. Latterly that hhas not been obtainable, nor will any of the dealers to-day 
pay more than Tis. 1.94 per piece for that cloth, or Tis. 1.91 a 1.93 for inferior and less favorite kinds, ‘The sales of 8]-Ibs., 
as reported, exceed 70,000 pieces, but a portion of’ them consists of re-sales, and they have not been all to the trade, whose daily wants
